information was given out during 
Mr. Spencer's illness. He was bom 
in 1820." 


The newspapers all publish long ap-

Spencer, whom they universally de- 
scribe "as the last of the great think- 
ers of the Victorian age." 


SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


Herbert Spencer, most illustrious of 


modern English 
philosophers and 


founder of the school of synthetic 
philosophy, was born In Derby April 
27, .1820. 
His father was a teacher 


of mathematics and fond of the nat- 
ural sciences. He educated his con, 
•who was the only surviving child j at 
himie. 
The boy 
lacked 
vigorous 


health, but was fond of making ex- 
periments and collections illustrative 
of natural history. Poor health' and 
a dislike for the classical languages 
restrained Young Spencer from a uni- 
versity training, but at the ngo of 
seventeen ho entered the ofiice 
oC 


Charles Fox, a railway engineer, and 
was engaged in this employment for 
about eight years, contributing nt*w 
nnd then to tlie Civil Engineers mid 
Architects' Journal. 
During 
this 


lima, iiu 18*12, ho contributed a series 
of IflUws to thu IvoncQjiforiuisL 
on 


^"Tho Proper Sphere of Government." 


In I860 he elaborated these ideas into 
his first important book, called 1(Bn- 
cinl Statics," 
the position 
taken 


being known as 
the lalsscz 
falro 


Ilipory,'nnd all through his l!fn Mr. 
Sj:cncer was an uncompromising ad- 
vocate of Individual liberty with tho 
least possible interference on the part 
cf tlie state. In the first edition of 
"Social Statics" there was some small 
tMnt of socialism", but in his lost 
edition (1892) he carefully elimin- 
'ated it nil. In 1848 he took up Iris 
icsidencu in London and .joined Uie 
staff of the Economist. 


••• . Perhaps the part of Spencer's life 


from 1850 to I860 may be called 
one of incubation. It certainly was 
not one of extraordinary productive- 
ness. 
He 
spoke 
to 
the 
world 


throug.i the periodical 
press. 
His 


essay in "The Development Hyp.i- 
the'Sls." published In the Leader in 
1SI52 indicates that he was reaching 
toward a definite basis nnd method 
of work. "The Principles of Psy- 
chology" first came 
out in 1855, 


but at the time attracted little at- 
tention, although his speculations 
were destined to work a prodigious 
change in the study of that subject. 
His psychological doctrine was tli.it 
mental faculties and powers are ac- 
quired by the slow modifications of 
living organisms, influenced by en- 
vironment, experience, association, 
heredity and selection. In 1859 Mr. 
Spencer prepared a prospectus of his 
system of synthetic philosophy and 
announced it to the world. He pro- 
posed a scheme 
requiring 
him to 


complete eleven volumes in twenty 
years. He was thirty-three years at 
wori upon it, and then it exceeded 
the original compass he had designed 
for it. 


The work falls into five divisions: 


1, Tho proper scope and limitations 
of Philosophy; 2. Biology; 3. Psy- 
chology; 4. Sociology; 5. Morals 
and the laws of social development. 
Before he had put the capstone onto 
his great edifice ho had passed the 
psalmist's allotment of years to the 
life of man. He rejected all dis- 
tractions from his 
work; 
refused 


academic honors and memberships of 
domestic and foreign learned socie- 
ties that wero offered 
to him, and 


k nursed his fragile health to tha end. 


Among his numerous works there 


Is a "Treatise on Education," first 
•published in 1861, that went through 
[more editions than any of his booKB,

road tracks, 


Tho action is brought in tho namo 


of the state of Indiana, on relation of 
the city of Fort Wayne against the 
PlttKburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Hallway company, and, tho 'Pennsyl- 
vania company and after' the prelim- 
inary citations as to tho incorporation 
of tho companies and tho purpose for 
which they are incorporated it sets 
out that prior to 1800 tho first named 
company 
constructed 
a road from 


Pittsburg 
to 
Chicago, 
running 


through the city of Fort Wayne. 


This, it is alleged, was leased to tho 


Pennsylvania Railway company i:i 
1869 for a period of 009 years and all 
rights under the lease wore transfer- 
red to the Pennsylvania company in 
1871. The organisation of the Penn- 
sylvania company is sot out together 
with all of tho details of the lease. 


The complaint then sets up the fact 


that the company lias a number of 
tracks that now intersect Walton ava- 
nue, which is located in a densely 
populated portion of the city and thiu 
tlie avenue connects with other ave- 
nues nnd streets that load to tha 
country outlying tlio city nnd that 
for this reason the avenue is usea 
continuously. 


Further It is noted that the tracks 


at the point where tlio avenue inter- 
sects tho road are several feet higher 
than tho established 
grade, which 


necessitates steep approaches 
from 


both sides nnd in view of the fact that 
numerous freight 
and 
passenger 


trains pas^ over the crossing daily, 
it is made to appear that tho exist- 
ing grade crossing is extremely dan- 
gerous to Hfo 'and property. Increas- 
ing traffic, it da stated, increases -the 
dangers daily. 


It is shown that prior to April 14, 


of this year, the common council pass- 
ed an ordinance requiring the dofend- 
oiit company to construct and main- 
tain a tunnel and that by the termo 
of tlie ordinance tho company was 
given eight months 111 which to com- 
ply with the provisions. ' 


In conclusion it is alleged that the 


company has 
refused to take auy 


stops toward the- construction of the 
tunnel and that its officials liavo op- 
enly declared they would not do so, 
although due notice of tho passage 
of tlio ordinance was served.

asked that on alterative writ auay

General Wilson, Veteran Soldier Tells 


How Wood Injured OtherOfficers 


Who Were in His Way

General Wilson gave lt!as liis opin- 


ion that General Wood employed cor- 
respondents to detract from tlio merit 
of the administration of General John 
B. Brooke and officers under him in 
Cuba purposely 
to 
promote 
his 


(Wood's) own advancement. 


M. C, JTosnes, a postofflce inspector, 


was the first witness before the com- 
mittee today. 


He identified 
a .copy of a letter 


which he had written to Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster General Brlstow, 
under date of 
October 8. 1001, re- 


counting the incidents connected with 
n visit he had received from Judge 
Ortiz, president of the Audencia, 
which court tried the Cuban postal 
cases. 


SUGGESTED BY WOOD. 


The visit was for the purpose of ob- 


taining translations of tho Brlstow 
report on tho Cuban postal frauds for 
use m the trials. In this letter Mr. 
Fosnes said it was tho opinion of 
Judge Ortta that the translations had 
been made in tho United States. Mv, 


Fosnes was asked whether he liad 
learned that the 
request made by 


Judge Ortiz was at the suggestion of 
General Wood and answered that such 
was his understanding. 


It was shown tbat the translations 


were made at a cost of $350 and 
that the cost "was paid out of tlie Cu- 
ban insular funds. The Spanish ver- 
sion of the report was filed as docu- 
mentary evidence and used by tlie 
Cuban judges in the trials. The wit- 
ness was asked if he considered tho 
report ex-parte evidence nnd non- 
partisan. He replied that it -was the 
official report. Ho was asked to stat? 
Ms office in Cuba and replied that hfl 
succeeded Major Rathbone as director 
general of posts. 


THE GAMBLING CONCESSION.

)ort, so that he had no views to pre- 
sent upon that subject. At the eama 
time, what he does have to say over 
again is well said and gives addl- 
;lonal proof that tho president's In- 
dignation nt tho scandalous disclos- 
ures made in the ppstofflca depart- 
ment Is in no degree cooled. Aside 
!rom his allusions to tho growing 
diminution of: the surplus from the 
revenues and a recommendation that 
the duties upon Philippine products 
jo reduced there is no discussion of 
tho tariff In tho message. 
This is 


obviously In pursuance of tho policy 
of tho republican managers In con- 


TOSS to avoid discussion of and ac- 
:ion upon tariff measures on the eve 
of a national campaign. 


More attention, is given In the mes- 


sage to tho Panama revolution, the 
attitude of the government toward 
Lhe new republic and tho signing1 of 
the canal treaty with the recently 
erected republic on tho Isthmus than 
to any other topic of the message. 
Tho president makes a strong defense 
lor the government's policy In the 
Pannjna affairs. He recites this gov- 
ernment's treaty obligations to pre- 
serve the neutrality of the isthmus 
and to preserve, freedom of transit 
across it; the constant impotence o£ 
Colombia since she acquired sover- 
eignty over Panama to preserve or- 
der there; the almost unbroken suc- 
cession . of revolutions, revolts and 
riots and other turbulent convulsions 
of tho populace; the trequent appeals 
of Columbia to the United States far 
aid in suppressing disorders; the re- 
curring necessity for the landing of 
United States forces to preserve ordsr 
on the isthmus and to protect transit 
of commerce; the manifest impossi- 
bility that Colombia should ever be 
able to govern. Panama with the 
strength and vigor that would con- 
stitute a guarantee of peace and or- 


der; 
and finally he recites the in 


comprehensible attitude of the Co- 
lombian congress in rejecting the 
canal treaty signed last spring by 
the representatives of the United 
States and Colombian governments 
and the prompt ratification of It by 
our own senate. The president makes 
out a strong case In support of the 
government's conduct in the Panama 
affair and ho appeals to the larger 
phases of tihe canal issue for vindica- 
tion of the course pursued. 


Among the things touched upon in 


the message that will evoie approv- 
ing response from the public arc his 
utterances upon the widespread nat- 
uralization fmuds whereby thou- 
sands of aliens have been clothed 
with the .franchise of citizenship 
through the most flagrant corrup' 
tions. 


Much spaco Is given to the affair; 


of capital and labor and at consider 
able length tho law creating a de 


pnrtment of commerce and labor is 
approved. 
The president again ex- 


presses his well-known views upon 
tho subject of corporate combina- 
tions, holding that the government 
can havo no antagonism to corpora- 
tions which do well, but must super- 
vise- them to circumvent possibili- 
ties of evil. Ho notes that recogni- 
tion luis been given the "beneficent 
work which, has been accomplished 
through both, corporations and labor 
unions," and says the line is drawn 
as between different corporations and 
us between different unlonK as It Is 
between individuals—on conduct. In 
mo sentence the president states hla 
losition upon two important and 
significant Incidents—the great rail- 
way merger of tho northwest and 
the difficulties with a labor union 
jrowing out of the now celebrated 
filler case In the bureau of printing 
and engraving at "Washington. Ha 
says: 
"Whenever either corpora- 


ion, labor union or Individual dlsre- 
:nrds the law or acts in n spirit of 
arbitrary or tyrannous interference 
with the rights of others, whether 
corporations 
or Individuals, th sn 


whore the federal government has 
jurisdiction, it will see t. It that the 
misconduct is stopped, paying not 
the slightest heed to the position or 
lower of the corporation, the union 
or the Individual, but only to the 
one vital fact—that is, 'the question 
whether or not the conduct of t!ie 
individual or aggregate of individ- 
uals is In accordance with riie law of 
the land. * * f 
No man is above 


the law and no man is below it; nor 
do we ask any man's permission 
when we require him to obey it. 
Obedience to the law is demanded us 
a right; not asked as a favor." The 
president says "we have cause as a 
nation to ha thankful for the steps 
that have been so successfully taken 
to put these principles into effect." 


In course of his recommendation, 


lhat something: be* done by congress 
to foster the American merchant ma- 
rine, the president leaves the infer- 
ence that he regards tho Hanna ship 
ping subsidy measure 
practically 


dead. 
He suggests that 
congress 


direct the secretary of tiic navy, tilie 
postmaster general and the secretary 
of commerce and labor, associated 
with such representation from the 
house and senate as congress may 
designate, to serve aa a commission 
for the purpose o£ Investigating and 
reporting to congress at its next ses- 
sion what legislation is desirable or 
necessary for the development of the 
American merchant marine."

The president repeats his views of 


the urgency of a greater naval estab' 
Hshment with his customary argu 
ments. In his references to the nrmj 
he makes what may be regarded as 
some defense of his snenlal distinc 


tion of General Wood by arguing far 
tho establishment of a system of pro- 
motions 
based 
upon, merit 
and 


achievement rather than upon sou- 
lority. 


It is, on tho whole, a solid, tem- 


perate message, in large part o£ per- 
functory character, as all messages 
are, but a good thing for tho public 
to rend.

here at large to th'e causes lending to 
this state of affairs. 
The desire for

Hut it is a source of 
untold evil and trouble where it is

All good citizens, whether nat- 
uralized or native born, are equally In- 
terested in protecting our citizenship 
against fraud In any form, and. on the 
»ther hand, In affording every facility 


for naturalization to thoao who In 
good faith desire to shore alike- our 
privileges and our responsibilities. 


The federal grand Jury lately in aea- 


sion In Now York city dealt with this 
subject and made a presentment which 
states the situation briefly and forc- 
ibly, and contains important sugges- 
tions for the consideration of the con- 
gresB. This presentment la Included as 
an appendix to the report of the' at- 
torney general. 


In my last annual message, in con- 


nection with the subject of the due 
regulation of combinations of capital 
which are or may become Injurious to 
the public, I recommend a special ap- 
propriation for the better enforcement 
of the anti-trust law as H now stands, 
to be expended under the direction of 
tho attorney general. Accordingly (by 
the legislative, executive and Judicial 
appropriation act of February 25, 1903, 
32 Stat., 854, 004), the congress ap- 
propriated, for the purpose of. enforc- 
ing the various federal trust and inter- 
state commerce laws, the sum of flve 
hundred thousand dollars, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of tho at- 
torney general In the employment of 
special counsel and agents In the de- 
partment of Justice to conduct proceed- 
ings and prosecutions under said laws 
in the courts of1 the United States. I
